He accepted the 
position last January because 
he said he felt he owed some­ 
thing to Bensalem.

When William Mullin, chair­ 
man of the board of supervis­ 
ors, presented the check, the

Mullin read a letter thank­ 
ing White for his interest and 
work in the township and when 
he handed White his salary, 
minus the four-cent deduction,

Bar Chancellor 
Defends Proposals 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) —The 
Chancellor of the Philadelphia 
Bar Association today defended 
a proposed “ Statement of Poli­ 
cy” which would restrict the 
flow of news in crim inal cases. 


Theodore Voorhees called a 
news conference to respond to 
a flood of complaints by vari­ 
ous jurists, police and city of­ 
ficials and representatives 
of 
news media over the proposed 
policy. 


“ I have no intention of with­ 
drawing it,” Voorhees said. The 
proposal is to be submitted to 
the membership at a special 
meeting Dec. 29. 


Voorhees said there was no 
attem pt to “gag” the press but 
to merely “ set forth some guide­ 
lines in the handling of criminal 
cases.” 


Voorhees said the proposal,

The Pennsylvania State P ar­ 
dons Board is considering yes­ 
terday’s 
uncontested 
plea 
of 
freedom for Felix John Capone, 
33, now serving a life term for 
his part in the 1947 Feasterville 
Inn holdup and m urder by the 
David Darcy gang. 


The same board 
last 
year 
turned down Capone’s bid for 
an immediate release from the 
Eastern State Correctional In­ 
stitution where 
he 
has 
been 
jailed for 15 years. 


Altogether, Capone has been 
confined for almost 17 years for 
his admitted part in the crime 
which claimed the life of a Tre­ 
vose resident, William Kelly, 38, 
two days before Christmas. 


Atrorney Optimistic 


Capone’s attorney, Donald E. 
Funk, who has been represent­ 
ing Capone since 1960, said af­ 
ter the 
hearing 
yesterday in 
Philadelphia he is very optimis­ 
tic that the board will grant 
Capone his freedom. Funk also 
told the Courier-Times after the 
hearing he will stay with the 
case until Capone is released. 


Of the 62 cases reviewed by 
the board yesterday, Capone’s 
was the longest. Lasting exact­ 
ly an hour, pardon board mem­ 
bers heard four character wit­ 
nesses who had 
become ac­ 
quainted with Capone since his 
imprisonment. 


“ Wild Youth” 


Funk admitted to board mem­ 
bers that in 1947 Capone was 
“ a wild 16-year-old youth.” 


“ But you should see him now, 
he 
is 
completely 
changed,” 
Funk said. 


He told the board that when 
Capone was arrested, he could 
neither read nor write. 


“ He 
had 
the 
m ental 
and 
academic capacity of an eight- 


year-old. Since then, he has re­ 
ceived his high school diploma 
and certificates* in English and 
bookkeeping. 
In 
addition 
to 
that, he successfully completed 
three courses of graphic arts at 
the institution,” Funk told the 
board. 


No one was present at the 
hearing to contest Capone’s bid 
for freedom. 
Lower Southampton Township 


Police Chief Edward Wunsch 
had a letter delivered to the 
pardons board s e c r e t a r y , 
G e o r g e Roberts, 
yesterday 
morning, 
protesting 
clemency 
for Capone on behalf of the 
township. 


Wunsch, who was not with the 
police force at the time, was 
one of three men gunned down 
by members of the Darcy gang 
which included Darcy, Harold 


Foster and Harry 
Zeitz, 
two 
days before Christmas. 


Not Notified 


The chief said he had not 
been notified of the hearing on 
Capone’s case, by board mem­ 
bers. 


“ I learned of the hearing from 
other sources, not from the par­ 
dons board,” Wunsch said. 
No mention was made of any 


letter or other forms of protest 
against Capone’s release.

NEW YORK (UPI) - A New 
York judge today banned t h e 
showing of the $4 million film 
“John Goldfarb, Please Come 
Home,” agreeing with the Uni­ 
versity of Notre Dam e that the 
movie

“ undici- 
plined gluttons and drunks.” 


A spokesman for 20th Cen­ 
tury Fox, producers of the film, 
said the film company would 
appeal the tem porary 
injunc­ 
tion handed down by Manhattan 
Supreme Court Justice 
Henry 
Clay Greenberg. 


Bans Book 


Greenberg also banned 
fur­ 
ther publication of the book by 
the same name on which the 
film was based. It w*as due to 
open in 22 New York area thea­ 
ters on Christmas Day. 


Notre Dame officials 
h a d 
claimed the film and novel had 
reflected 
unfavorably 
on 
the 
South Bend, Ind. school. 
Greenberg set no limit on the 
injunction and scheduled no new 
hearings. 


In

decision 
the 
judge 
upheld the university’s 
contention that the 
film 
and 
book had “ knowlingly 
and il­ 
legally” 
m isrepresented 
f o r 
commercial 
exploitation 
the 
name, symbols and prestige of 
th e university and its football 
team. 


A Bucks County Coroner’s 
Jury yesterday 
made a precedent - setting recommendation by 
asking for the arousal of public opinion over the 
“ senseless killing on the highways.’’ 


The jury, composed of one man and five wom­ 
en, said that greater publicity would bring pres­ 
sure to bear on getting tighter regulations on 
youths who drive recklessly. 


Future Hearings 


Dr. Samuel B. Willard, county coroner, fol­ 
lowing the unusual hearing at which there was 
no defendant, said he would take the jury rec­ 
ommendation and schedule similar hearings in 
the future. 


The jury served as a fact-finding body which 
considered the cause of death of two Chalfont 
youths killed in an auto accident near Garden- 
ville on Sept. 26. A third youth was seriously in­ 
jured. 


“This jury was shocked and appalled at the 
disregard of responsibility by these three youths 
who abused their privilege of license,” jury fore­ 
man Edmund W. Westland of Doylestown, read 
from the report. 


Police estimated that the car was traveling 
between IOO and 120 miles per hour on Garden- 
ville Pike. The vehicle skidded 210 feet and then 
struck a utility pole broadside. The car was 
sheared in half. 


Knife Cutting Butter 


“It was like a knife going through butter,” a 
state trooper said following the investigation. 


Dr. Willard estimated that 36 per cent of the 
deaths between the ages of 15 and 24 are due to 
auto accidents. 


“If this same number of deaths were due to 
disease, there would be a public outcry to do 
something about it,” the coroner said. “I see 
this largely as a public health problem.” 


Fills Void 


Attorney William H. Eastburn III, who repre­ 
sented the district attorney, said: “A hearing 
like this fills the void when on certain occasions 
our office cannot prosecute the offender, who is 
dead.” 


Armon T. Work, 19, the car owner, and Theo­ 
dore E. Cairns III, 20, were killed about 2 a.m., 
Jam es D. McKeown, 19, of Danboro, was injured.
